LONDON ISSUES 


Nazi-Rome 1e Sabotage Is 
Expected to Delay 
‘Plan’ Till Xmas 


LONDON, July 1).—Details of the 
British “counting” plan for evacu- 
ation of some foreign troops in 
Spain, approved last week by the 
London “Non - Intervention” Com- 
mittee, were published today in a 
Government “White Paper” of 20,000 
words. 

Diplomatic observers forecast that

The “White Paper” explained that 
foreign “volunteers” will be trans- 
ferred from front lines to Palamos, 
Cartagena and Malaga at a rate of 
not below a total of 2,000 daily. The 
first parties of “volunteers” will em- 
bark: on transports, to be repatri- 
ated, beginning the 5ist day after 
final adoption of the resolution by

The War Ministry laboratory 
chose most of the students from 
the Navy. All were required to 
pass the so-called “Dolmetsch” 
examination in the English lan- 
guage.

“Military Psychology” branch of 
the German Society for ‘Defense 
Policy and Sciences heard 
speeches on the psychology of -the 
American people during the 
World War. 

The society is an official 
Reichswehr-sponsored body. Ita 
Presidents are General von Epp, 
a leading German militarist, and 
General Von Cochenhausen, com- 
mander of the Military Air Aca- 
demy, 

The speaker was one Dr. Lufft, 
and the audience was specially 
selected. The chairman of the 
“Military Psychology” branch is 
the scientific leader of the psy- 
chological laboratory, Superior 
Councillor Capt. Simoneit. 

Dr. Lufft, who said he had 
spent nine and a half years in 
the United States, declared that 
the viewpoint of the Army High 
Command during the World War 
concerning the United States was 
founded upon “disastrous errors.” 

“A precise investigation of all 
sides of American life, specifically 
from the military viewpoint, is 
necessary,” he said. 

Both. the students at the lab- 
oratory course and the audience 
at the lectures were composed.of 
reserve spies to be sent to the 
United States.

MORE BEDS NEEDED 


Hospital space is a rare and pre- 
cious thing in New York City. 

While the city hospitals are 
crowded to capacity and over, there 
are thousands of empty beds in the 
wards of private hospitals. These 
beds are available to the city and 
in some cases have been used. 

-In 1936, for instance, 76,000 city 
patients were cared for in the wards 
of private hospitals at the city’s ex- 
pense. The extension of this service 
would decidedly improve the lot of 
New York’s sick. However, because 
the cost to the city for the use of 
private hospital beds is $3 per day 
per person, the service is curtailed. 


Extension of the Emergency Hos- 
pital Fund would make it possible 
to use the many empty private beds 
for city patients to whom delay is so 
dangerous and painful. 


Tt is evident from the fact that 
the New York Department of Hos- 
pitals has just 26 institutions with 
just 18,836 beds instead of that 
amount’s being multiplied by five or 
more. 


MANY AWAIT TREATMENT 


For New York's seven millions, 
18,836 available public sick beds is 
scandalously short of adequate. 

It means that extra cots are 
crowded into the narrow aisles of 
wards packed close with sick pa- 
tients. 

It means long queries of men, 
women and children who ought to 
be hospitalized immediately, but 
must wait their turn for a bed. 

It means that 565 tubercular New 
Yorkers are on the waiting list for 
a turn in a New York City bed. 

A new Tuberculosis Pavilion at 
Bellevue Hospital, completed several 
months ago, remains empty for lack 
of funds to equip it. 

It means a veritable bedlam in 
the Psychiatric Pavillion at Belle- 
vue, where the daily census for 1937 


was 611—56 patients a day more. 


than during the previous year. 


NOT ENOUGH DOCTORS, 
NURSES 


It means that there are not 
enough doctors.

Justice Cardozo’s Death 


* Justice Benjamin N. Cardozo of the U. S, 
Supreme Court was of a different caliber 
from the McReynolds and Butlers with whom 
he sat. The people recognized in him a lib- 
eral jurist who tried to keep abreast of mod- 
ern social »soblems. 

Cardozo at least was able to : see that the 
“relief of the unemployed and their depend- 
ents” is an essential part of the “general 
welfare.” The Butler-McReynolds type 
knows only. that its function is to keep the 
people hungry behind a barrage of legal 
verbiage. 


Cardozo’s death opens a vacancy in the 


Court. And the reactionaries will try all 
kinds of wiles to fill it with a trusted stooge 
of their own. They will talk about “bal- 
ancing”’ the Court, etc., ete. 

The occasion of the new vacancy must 
be used to carry forward the democratic 
fight against the reactionaries in the Court, 
and against the judicial tyranny which the 
reactionaries have been wielding over the 
country for too long. 


It’s Not Too Late for 
The People to Win in Albany 


¢ It is expected that the State Constitu- 
tional Convention—which is meeting now for 
the first time in 22 years—will take action 
in keeping with the times. A lot of water 
has run under the bridge since 1916. 

And in 1938 it is apparent that the peo- 
ple of this state both want and need a Con- 
stitution which will not. only maintain but 
extend their fundamental democratic rights. 
This would be done if the Convention adopted 
such proposals as would: 

1. Guarantee the preservation and exten- 
sion of civil liberties. 

2. See that the state assumed its rightful 
responsibility for social legislation which 
would benefit the whole people. This re- 
quires Constitutional provisions permitting 
a system of taxation on the rich, which 
would give such legislation flesh and bone. 

3. Provide special labor legislation guar- 
anteeing the right of labor to organize, bar- 
gain collectively, strike and picket—a pro- 
vision clearly necessary in view of Supreme 
Court Justice Cotillo’s recent decision ille- 
gally banning picketing. This necessary pro- 
vision is embodied in the progressive pro- 
posals before the convention, and is sup- 
ported by the American Labor Party, the 
CIO, the A. F. of L. and progressives in the 
convention and throughout the state. 

4, Adopt a plan of reapportionment which 
would afford democracy for‘all the people— 
and which would not feather nests for the 
Tory Republicins and Tammany politicians. 

These are the basic safeguards which the 
Convention should have been eager to write 
into the Constitution. But what has it done? 
In the first place, it has been dominated by 
a group of reactionary Bleakley Republicans 
and Al Smith Democrats—with the Tory Re- 
publicans controlling every strategic Con- 
vention Committee, 

This combination is trying with might 
and main to scrap the proposed Bill of 
Rights, and to defeat all labor legislation 
under a demagogic slogan that it is neither 
“for” nor “against” labor. Despite the unity 
of the A. F. of L. and the CIO on numerous 
labor proposals, the Smith Democrats and 
Tory Republicans have flagrantly disregarded 
labor’s rights. 

On civil liberties: while the Convention 
rejected the most vicious proposals of the 
pro-fascist Ham Fish, the Tories are bitterly 
opposing every effort to incorporate into the 
Constitution those measures which meet the 
elementary demands of democracy and civil 
rights. Witness their attacks against the 
wire-tapping ban and the illegal searches 
and seizures proposals. 

Not only have the reactionaries tried to 
bludgeon to death Constitutional guarantees 
for social legislation, but they have used the 
convention as a sounding board for Wall 
Street’s venom against the social measures 
of the New Deal. 

All of this the reactionaries have gotten 
away with because of insufficient pressure 
from labor and the people of the state. There 
needs to be more energetic and united action 
from the CIO and the A. F. of L.—from the 
workers and farmers acting jointly all over 
the state. 

Repeatedly the people have expressed 
their wishes for a democratic new Constitu- 
tion through numerous progressive organi- 
zations, including the Communist vParty, 
whose National Committee member, Peter 
Cacchione, appeared during the recent labor 
hearings in Albany. 

With the Convention entering the last 
stages of its session, it is more than ever 
necessary that the people redouble their 
Vigilance. Albany should hear in no uncer- 
tain terms that the people want a Constitu- 
tion that serves their interests—and not

William Carney related in yesterday’s 
Times his interview.with 80 American pris- 
oners in the concentration camp at San Pe- 
dro de Cardena, about three miles from 
Burgos: Carney established himself.long ago 
as a fascist sympathizer, an accomplished 
liar and an unashamed boot-licker of Franco. 
But the spirit of the Lincoln boys now in 
Franco’s clutches, burns with such fire that 
it cannot be hidden even by the distortions 
of Carney. 


The boys are being beaten, his story re- 
veals. And a fascist major tells him why. 
Because “many of the Americans know 
enough of our language to exasperate their 
guards with remarks about our leader or 
politics.” $ 


Carney tells how one of the prisoners, 
Robert Steck of Rock Island, Ill., pulled his 
shirt over his head to show several red welts 
on his bare back. Steck had been beaten 
with a rubber hose that morning because he 
refused to give the fascist salute to Franco’s 
flag and gave the clenched fist salute instead. 


How proud it makes us to read the com- 
plaint of the fascist major that the Com- 
munists among the prisoners are always dis- 
cussing ‘‘political and social” issues with the 
rest of the boys.

Interesting fact in the “Aryanization’ of the well 
known German Bank, Berliner Handelsgeselischaft, 
is that Herbert Goering, brother of General Hermann 
Goering, has been suddenly elected to the Board. 

Goering’s family has altogether done pretty. well 
out of the recent “deals.” His brother-in-law, the ine 
dustrialist Guenther Quandt, has been able to put 
away a pretty fortune, which has allowed him.to buy 
the husband of his former wife, the Minister of Prop-. 
aganda, Joseph Goebbels, an expensive villa formerly 
owned. by the Jewish banker Jacob Goldschmidt. 


The villa, situated at Schwanwerder, cost him buh 
300,000 marks. 


Altogether this “Aryanization” has helped build up 
the big trusés generally. The Mannesman, Krupp, 
United Steel, I. G. Farben groups have between them 
bought the majority of the “Jewish” enterprises sold 
under pressure from the Nazi state. 

Particularly has this been so in Austria. 

Tt is already a fact that the cartridge factory of 
Hirtenberg, which formerly belonged to the million- 
aire Mandel, now belongs to the Wilhelm Gustloff 
Foundation. This “Foundation” is nothing but a cover 
for the activities of the steel millionaire Thyssen and 
the Dresdner Bank. 


All these deals have been put through as part 
of the Nazi policy of “dispossessing the capitalists and 
returning their possessions to the community.” The 
legend is, for example with the big stores, that they 
are “to be sold at low prices to the small businessmen.” 

When the departure of Julius Parschek was of- 
ficially announced from the Lignite Trust it was an- 
nounced under the heading “Nationalization of the 
Lignite Trust.” 


PARIS.—News has just reached here from a re- 
liable source of a terrible explosion a few weeks ago 
in a northwest German port when 21 workers were 
killed and only three escaped injury. 

Despite absolute silence from official quarters on 
this explosion which occurred, it is believed, in the 
loading of high explosives for rebel Spain, the facts 
are that the shipway and the boats were seriously 
damaged and three families rendered homeless. 


The number of victims is unknown as a strong cor-- 
don of S.S. men and police were immediately thrown 
round the scene of the explosion. 


Despite threats of punishment, workers have cate- 
gorically refused to work on the docks there and at the 
moment transportation has been considerably slowed 
down. 


Since the beginning of the year there has been a 
growing discontent among the workers of this district 
at the mysterious bales and cases which have arrived 

for shipment ynder heavy escort of Elite Hitler Guards 
with revolvers in their hands. 


_ It has long been suspected that the goods were 
shipments of arms and high explosives for Franco. 

Suspicion has also been aroused by the method 
in which these goods have arrived. Not sent by rail, 
they have all arrived on lorries and only in the night 
and from the marks on the bales it is impossible te 
tell their destination. 


When the workers and longshoremen arrived for 
work in the morning the truck drivers and the com- 
panions had also disappeared. 

It was during the morning when the cases. were 
being placed on electric cranes that the first ex- 
plosion took place. This was rapidly followed by an- 
other and another.

PARIS.—A new, serious outbreak of hoof-and- 
mouth disease has again broken out in Germany, it 
is learned here.
